tered : have the handcuffs snapped 
on his wrists by so engaging, affable 
and unctuous a sieuth as Skinner's 
Hanaud. 

“At the Villa Rose” was first writ- 
ten as a novel, 106 vears ago, by the 
Hon. Alfred Edward Woodley Mason, 
then a member of the British Parlia- 
ment for Coventrr. He served dur- 
ing the war as-.a high official in 
antf-sobmarine warfare. on both 
sides of the Atlantic: and. after 
his discharge, busied himself with 
converting hit novel into a play. As 
will be seen, the play is inferior to 
the book in one essential respect of 
technical construction; and even the 
novel itself is merely one of a hun- 
dred romances of criminology such 
as one might idly pick from a library 
shelf, read one evening and forget 
by the next. 

Story of the Melodrama. 

Mme. Camille Dauvray,. a raddied 
old woman who was once a ballet 
dancer and who married a provincial] 
manufacturer so obliging as to die 
and leave her a wealthy widow, has 
two passions, jewels and ghosts. Ina 
questionable restaurant she picks up 
a Ppepniless English girl, Celia Har- 
land who at one time had taken 
par® i@{ fake seances. In her grati- 
tude, Celia attempts to drive away 
the fertune tellers and spook dem- 
onstrators who infest and prey upon 
her hbenefactress. One of these is a 
noted criminal, Hipvolvte Tace. wit! 
a sister, Adele, who ‘sa flercer harp, 
than himself. 

Cella goes to the length of provid- 
ing seantces of her ottn for Mme. 
Dauvray, and thereby falls into the 
clutches of Madame’s maid. Helene 
Vauquier, a savage and avaricious 
Norman peasant. With the Taces 
brother and sister, and with Henrs 
Wethermill, an English spendthrift, 
la Vauquier, lays a sinister plot to 
use Celia’s seances aS a means of 
murdering Mme. Dauvray and steal- 
ing her jewels. Wethermill makes 
love to Celia as a means of further- 
ing the machination 

Thus arises the meledramatic sec- 
ond act of the play. Adele Tace, pos- 
ing a® a skeptic, ties Celia so secure- 
lv, hand and that she cannot 
free herself, her. and thrusts 
her into a closet. The room  is' 
plunged in darkness. and the three 
women, Mme. Dayvrayv, Adele and 
Helene, sit at a table, holding hands. 
Through a shutter behind Mme. 
Dauvray enters Wetherill  noise- 
lesslv.

It provides that any Cireult or 
Prosecuting Attorney may file with 
any Justice of the Peace in the coun- 
ty In which he serves a statement 
that he believes an offense has been 
committed, describing the offense 
and the persons he believes hare 
committed it. and it then becomes 
the duty of the Justice of the Peace 
to issue subpenas for such witnesses 
as the prosecuting officer may 4di- 
rect for appearance for examination 
under oath by the Prosecuting at 
torney., 

While the measure does not ‘um 
fically state the examination shall 
be in secret, that that is the intent 
is shown by a section which requires 
the witness to take an oath similar 
to the grand jury oath that hé “wil! 
not reveal to any person that he has 
testified concerning the matters 
about which he was questidned. 
Violation of the oath is made pun- 
ishable by a fine of from $100 to 
$200, or by imprisonment for nor 
more than three months. A qwit- 
ness who refuses to testify may he 
adjudged in contempt of court, fined 
$190 and imprisoned until he tes- 
tifies.
